“Secondly, In the areas where 
the danger of conflict is most 
acute, we should whenever we

For instance, between 
the Arab states and Israel, 
where the danger has increased, 
we have done well to make 
clear that we are to discuss to- 
gether what action we should 
take. The more prepared we

Facts of Life Presented. 

The declaration and accom- 
panying communique outlining 
results of the three-day 
British and American talks were 
regarded by the United States 
as not routine but as important 
in their timing. The United 
States felt it would be useful at 
this time to draw the attention 
of the nations of Asia to cer- 
tain facts of life, and to em- 
phasize that the Western na- 
tions have favored political in- 
dependence while the Commu- 
nists have tried to extinguish 
independence. 

The declaration said that in 
the last 10 years nearly 600,- 
000,000 persons in almost 20 
lands have with Western assist- 


ance attained nationhood. In 
contrast, the declaration con- 
tinued, in Europe aloné some 


100,000,000 persons in_~ what 
were once 10 independent na- 
tions now “are compelled, 
against their will, to work for 
the glorification and aggranda- 
izement of the Soviet Commu- 
nist state.”’

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NLRB Official Asserts 
Board Will Act on Pe- 
tition by Teamsters 
Local Here. 


A ruling will be made “soon” 
on a petition filed with the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board by 
Teamsters Local 688 seeking 
recognition of that union as 
bargaining agent for 200 driv- 
ers of the Coca Cola Bottling 
Co. here, Frank M. Kleiler, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the NLRB 
in Washington, said today 

Kleiler refused to comment 
on a recent charge by the union 


that the NLRB has denied the | 


drivers an election. He said 
that the petition is “being stud- 
ied now and a formal decision 
will be announced soon.” He 
declined to be more specific on 
when the ruling might be ex- 
pected, 
On Strike Since Nov. 9. 

The company’s drivers have 
been on strike to obtain recog- 
nition of the union as their 
bargaining agent since Nov. 9. 

An injunction sought by the 
NLRB to halt picketing by Lo- 
cal 688 at the Coca-Cola Bot- 
tling Co. was denied last Friday 
by United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. He held that 
the NLRB failed to establish 
“reasonable cause’ to believe 
that the union was engaging in 
unfair labor practices under the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

The NLRB had contended 
that the union violated the act 
by striking to force 
ment to recognize it as collec- 
tive bargaining agent for the 
company’s drivers. Judge Moore 
ruled that the union had gained 


the support of a “clear major- 


ity” of the drivers. 
Assails Company. 


Meanwhile, Harry Craig, at- | 


torney representing the union 
in the NLRB case, charged the 
company is attempting to block 
the election through legal ma- 
neuvers “because they are 


aware of the fact their drivers | 


want the Teamsters Union.” 

Accusing the company of 
dilatory tactics, Craig said that 
various court actions have been 
instituted by Coca Cola for the 
purpose of influencing’ the 
NLRB to delay its decision 

“TIT have observed in the last 
two years from my reading of 
NLRB decisions that the NLRB 
has become increasingly sympa- 


thetic to the position of manage- | 


ment,” Craig added. 
Criticizes Teamsters. 


Nelson Hartman, attorney for 


the Coca Cola Bottling Co., said 
that the drivers could have 
been working and drawing their 
pay the entire time the repre- 
sentation case has been before 
the labor board “if Harold Gib- 
bons ‘head of Local 688) hadn't 
elected to call them out. The 
company didn’t put the men on 
the streets.

“The company emphatically | 
denies it is trying to block a 
decision by the NLRB.

City Treasurer John J. Dwyer, 
chairman of the Democratic 

City Committee, had stoutly de- 
fended the patronage system at 
an afternoon session. Dwyer was 
one of the leaders behind the 
proposed charter amendment 
which would have removed sev- 
eral thousand city jobs from 
civil service. 

The expert view of an out- 
sider was presented by Wallace 
S. Sayre, professor of public 
administration, Columbia Uni- 
versity, who asserted that merit 
svstems have created new gov- 
ernmental problems and require 
some modification. 

Schoenbec ck, a member of the 
citizens committee which spon- 
sored the merit system charter 

amendment 15 years ago, de- 
nounced the old spoils system 
which, he said, “made _ public 
jobs jitical’ plums,” without 
regard to service to the people 
“Since 1941 more than 8000 


city emploves have been 
brought under the civil service 
system.” he asserted “Their 
j depend upon their qualifi- 
cations and their service to the 
taxpayers, and not on the poli- 
ticians they know or how many 
Vol they control.” 


The merit system, he added, 
has brought them better pay and 
improved working conditions, 
and has created ‘‘an efficient 
corps of city workers..” 

Replies to Charge. 

Iie answered a charge that no 
civil service employe is ever 
fired for inefficiency or other 
cause by pointing out that the 
annual report of. the Civil 
Service Commission showed 
that more than 400 city workers 
had been discharged last year. 

In his attack on the merit 
system, Crowe declared that 
civil service has not produced 
economy and efficiency in city 
government, as its proponents 
claimed. 

He said the payroll for cov- 
ered employes has increased 
300 per cent since 1941, while 
the salaries of the 900 patron- 
age employes in state-controlled 
offices have advanced only 200 
per cent in the same period.

Out of the Eden Talks 


If any new policies were agreed'on at the 
Eden-Eisenhower consultations, they are not 
revealed in the declaration and statement is- 
sued at the close of the three-day talks. 

These expressions reaffirm present policies, 
rather than chart new ones. They suggest that 
the principal value of the talks lay in the free 
exchange of ideas between leaders of the two 
governments. That, of course, is a thoroughly 
sufficient justification for the conference. The 
members of the Western coalition must always 
know each other's minds. 

Of the diplomatic problems immediately fac- 
ing that coalition the most pressing concern 
the Middle East and the Far East. As to the 
Israel-Arab crisis, Prime Minister Eden is re- 
ported to have urged placing United Nations 
troops on the frontiers, and asked for direct 
American membership in the Baghdad pact. If 
he sought these ends, he did not get them. 

But the two governments do join in a merited 
rebuke to the Soviet Union for shipping arms 
to the Arabs, they do solemnly call upon the 
disputing parties to reach a settlement, and they 
do announce their discussion of action under 
the 1950 pact which bound Britain, France and 
the United States to underwrite the truce. This 
should be enough to convince Israel, the Arabs 
and the Russians alike that despite differences 
Britain and America are resolved to pursue a 
common policy of peace and conciliation in the 
Middle East. 

The differences are more explicitly acknowl- 
edged in the two powers’ comment on the Far 
East. But here, too, Communist China is left 
in no doubt on the main point—which is that 
Britain and America jointly are determined “to 
deter and prevent aggressive expansion by force 
or subversion, and to assist the free nations of 
the area in their self-defense and in maintaining 
domestic stability and welfare.” 

Messrs. Eden and Eisenhower disagree on the 
best means to achieve these purposes, but not 
on the purposes themselves. Peiping would be 
well advised to note the difference—and to 
avoid, therefore, any attempt to settle such 
problems as that of Formosa by “aggressive 
expansion.” 

In addition to their discussion of immediate 
diplomatic problems, the two leaders issued a 
joint declaration on long-range questions of 
special interest to the formerly colonial peoples 
of Asia. This is, in effect, a credo for the two 
powers as they face the challenge posed by 
Moscow's effort to woo Asia by political and 
economic blandishments. 

It pledges economic and technical aid to 
underdeveloped countries, help in maintaining 
their political independence, and co-operation 
in their collective defense. It points to the 
West's record of liberating formerly colonial 
lands as contrasted with the Communist record 
of imposing totalitarian rule upon satellites. 
And, most essentially, it rejects any thought of 
resolving the East-West cléavage by force, 
promises that the West will “never initiate 
violence,” and offers continuous efforts to nego- 
tiate peaceful settlements. 

To be fully effective the joint declaration 
must be implemented by deeds and by those 
day-to-day attitudes which will convince India 
and other new nations that their truest friends 
will be found in the West. But the declaration 
is a good start. It invites attention to perform- 
ance rather than empty promise, and thus ac- 
cepts the Soviet challenge to a kind of compe- 
tition which the West indubitably possesses the 
resources to win.

To Children, With Love 


A. A. Milne was a delightful combination of 
imagination, whimsicality, wit and poetry, with 
a generous complement of good old-fashioned 
tenderness thrown in. For 32 years his poems 
and stories about his son Christopher Robin have 
been making their engaging way into the hearts 
of children and parents. They are simple enough 
to be understood by the youngest, fine enough 
to charm the most mature. 

Virtually every one we ever heard of is an 
avid partisan of “When We Were Young” and 
“Now We Are Six,” which are books of poems, 
and “Winnie-the-Pooh” and “The House at Pooh 
Corner,” which are books of stories. We say 
“virtually” because Dorothy Parker, doing liter- 
ary criticism for The New Yorker under the 
nom de plume of Constant Reader, once re- 
viewed a Milme book with the words, “Tonstant 
Weader fwowed up.” 

The best of Milne’s many qualities, in our 
opinion, was a restraint of taste which made 
that verdict of Mrs. Parker’s as wrong as it was 
clever. Whimsicality is easily overdone, and 
then it becomes both painful and revolting— 
particularly, we believe, to children. Milne’s 
whimsicality was always within the bounds of 
effectiveness and taste because it was genuine. 

His imagination, like Lewis Carroll’s, was 
rooted in love for children. His poems tutored 
many a childish ear in the beauty of the inflec- 
tions of English speech. Robert Shaw, who has 
otherwise devoted himself to conducting music, 
did an inspired reading several years ago of 
“The House at Pooh Corner” on records. These 
and other recordings of Milne’s stories and 
poems are unavailable and a memorial album 
reaffirming their timeless timeliness would be 
in gracious order.

President Eisenhower's request for an increase 
in postal rates had been amply foreshadowed, 
for his balanced budget was predicated upon it. 
Congress turned down a similar appeal last year 
and the proposal is reported to face rough 
sledding again. The unpopular recommendation 
can best be argued to Congress if the Post Office 
Department can show that its dollar is already 
being made to go as far as it can and that an 
increase is inescapable. 

The first Hoover Commission said the very 
first thing any Administration would need to do 
in the interest of economy in the Post Office 
Department was to take it out of politics. Yet 
one of the very first acts of the Eisenhower 
Administration was to open 1700 postmaster 
jobs to patronage appointments by setting aside 
the results of competitive examinations. 

Sirf€e then there has been continual sniping 
emocratic-appointed postmasters look-

The mountainous paper work and other cum- 
bersome and obsolete methods of the department 
are expensive in the extreme. The first Hoover 
Commission's criticism in this regard was re- 
peated by the General Accounting Office, “the 
watchdog of the Treasury,” after the Eisenhower 
Administration took over.

What memories the very name brings back 
across the years! Memories of those hare- 
brained New Deal days when nothing was too 
fantastic for that radical fellow in the White 
House. Why, he even was crackpot enough to 
think that you could harness the tides and use 
their power to generate electricity! 

Oh, the waters did come racing in through 
the Bay of Fundy and of course it was a sight 
to see them as they rushed through the rocks.

Yet 
here was That Man—they had a hard time ever 
calling him President—not only going in for 
Socialism, but complete moonshine to boot.

And so Quoddy was buried back there in the 
mid-’30s, horrible example of F.D.R.’s New Deal 
at its irresponsible worst. 

Yet 20 years later, here is Quoddy revived 
from its watery grave. G.O.P. Senators Smith 
and Payne of Maine want the appropriation for 
determination of the “economic feasibility.” So 
does their sound and solid Republican President. 
So does his business man’s Budget Bureau. And 
thus the bill passes and thus it is signed. And 
now it is law.

At the same time the Board ought not to 
overlook the question of the insurance brokerage 
fees. They are the source of all the trouble. If 
the law says they must be paid, then the Board 
must pay them. But there is nothing in the law 
that says deserving politicians should enjoy this 
gravy. 

Perhaps the Board ought to adopt a rule that 
such fees will be paid to no elected public or 
party official.

Senator Knowland of California, ex- 
plaining his entry Into the presidential 
primaries in Illinois and Alaska, says 
that he does not believe that the Repub- 
lican party need be made over into the 
image of Mr. Eisenhower. 

The Senator observes that there was 
a Republican party before Mr. Eisen- 
hower became President, and there will 
be one after he has ceased to be Presi- 
dent. 


Historically, the Republican party has 
had an existence of a century. It once 
was a majority par- 
ty with a clearly 
defined body of 
principle. 

But in the last 23 
years the electorate 
does not seem to 
have been capable 
of sustaining an in- 
terest in principles 
and political ideas. 
It buys emotional 
jags at elections. It 
does not seem to be 
concerned about 
hangovers. 

Mr. Roosevelt was 
popularly accepted 
as a charmer with a beautiful radio de- 
livery. He could kick the ecohomy all 
over the lot, set the classes upon one 
another, run the White House like a 
bucket shop for family profit, maneuver 
the nation into disastrous and worse 
than futile war, snowball spending and 
debt on Keynesian principles, condition 
the country to arrogance in high office 
and to a subbasement level of public 
morals, and still get elected four times. 

Mr. Landon, in 1936, was the last Re- 
publican candidate to talk remotely like 
a Republican. He got lost somewhere 
along the line. 


In 1940 the party adopted the tactic 
of trying to oppose Roosevelt with a 
medicine man of its own. Mr. Willkie, 
onetime Socialist, onetime Democrat, 
was the curious hybrid fetched forward. 
He was as phony as Roosevelt, but not 
as effective. 

We then had the two Dewey inter- 
ludes, in. which the Republican party 
abandoned its pretense to possessing a 
distinctive identity and espoused the 
New Deal. Dewey was unable to per-

suade the electorate in sufficient num- 
bers that he could manage the New Deal 
better than those who invented it. Even 
Truman managed to lick him. 

Through these years the Republicans 
had one heavyweight in the person of 
Senator Taft. He was the last of the 
breed. 


Inasmuch as the party itself had no 
surviving body of doctrine, Republican- 
ism was wherever Taft took his own po- 
sition. His integrity and intellectual as- 
cendancy in an age of pygmies won 
him a vast and almost reverent follow- 
ing. 

He was recognized as a danger by the 
people who manipulated the party and 
were bent on reducing it to a pale re- 
flection of the New Deal. 


The trustees of Columbia University, 
archetypes of the new class of party 
wire pullers, installed Mr. Eisenhower 
as president of this venerable seat of 
learning as part of the buildup for the 
presidency. Eisenhower was used to 
head off Taft, thus making Republican 
New Dealism secure and insuring that 
domestic concerns would continue to re- 
main appendages to an aleatory expedi- 
tion in the management of the world. 


Mr. Eisenhower was possessed of an 


smile which Mr. Willkie and Mr. Dewey 
had conspicuously lacked. Political cont- 
mentators soberly suggested that Ameri- 
cans were able to find if him a “father 
figure,” as if the citizenry now was ‘so 
lacking in self-reliance as to depend on 
a paternal guidance in all its affairs. 


The Republican party these days ap- 
parently is whatever Mr. Eisenhower 
thinks, or is counseled, that it is. In 
effect, the voting public has the choice 
between two forms of the New Deal, as 
Viee President Nixon explicitly stated 
in his Chicago speech. 


“The choice,” said he, “is not between 
the Eisenhower program and something 
more conservative, but between the 
Eisenhower program and something far 
more radical.” 


If you don’t like it, you are expected 
to lump it. The only mystery is what 
the Republican party becomes should 
Mr. Eisenhower depart the scene. It 
will need the services of a psychiatrist 
to discover its own identity.

Shed a Tear for, the Toolach Wallaby

Tensely preoccupied as we nature- 
lovers in America have been with the 
hazardous plight of the whooping crane, 
we may have overlooked the vanishing 
lots of animal species the world over. 

A British columnist, stirred by re- 
ports that a starving buzzard had at- 
tacked an English baby in its pram, and 
that two farmhands in Kent had been 
put to flight by a pack of 20 hungry 
Stoats, began wondering about the effect 
of the disappearance of the English rab- 
bit on the rest of the animal world. 

He went off the beam, however, when 


he queried Britain’s Fauna Preservation 


Society on animals that had become ex- 
tinct or were becoming extinct. 

Besides such famed examples as the 
Dodo, Stelier’s Sea Cow and the Great 
Auk, he learned that the following have 
also been recently wiped out: 

The Bluebuck, the Antarctic Wolf, the 
Guagga, the Leadbeater’s Possum, the 
Toolach Wallaby, the Schombergk’s 
Deer and the Northern Hartebeest. The 
Hairy-eared Mouse Lemur seems to be 
extinct, but the society is not quite sure. 
Anyone seen one lately? 

On the brink of extinction, like the 
whooping crane, are the Javan Suma- 
tran, and even the Great Indian Rhin- 
oceros (only 440 are left.) There are 
also only 200 copies of the Arabian 
Oryx, a beautiful white desert antelope. 


Hunters in autos have likewise nearly’ 


exterminated the Sahara's big antelope, 
the Addax, and another African ante- 


lope, the Nyala. The Lemurs of Mada- 
gascar are on the way out because their 
forests are being cut down by men, 

The preservation society thinks the 
Koala and the Duck-billed Platypus have 
been saved from extinction in the nick 
of time, but it is awfully worried about 
the Tasmanian Tiger and the Monk 
Seals of the Mediterranean and Hawaii. 
Hawaiian Monk Seals haven't been 
heard from in a long time, and the 
Mediterranean type is in retreat off the 
coast of Turkey. 


All this is very sad, and we suppos 
some day the Oryx, Addax, Nyala an 
Lemur will only survive as words for 
scrabble. We would much rather say 
goodbye to such beasts as the Porcupine, 
the Pack Rat and the Common House 
Mouse. 


But we still wonder, as did the Limey | 


columnist, at the effect on the other ani- 
mals now that the English rabbit has 
nearly disappeared. 


In fact, there might be a lesson for 
us in that, if we would only find out. 
What is going to be the effect on other 
animals when the big jack rabbit hunts 
annually held hereabout succeed in de- 
porting Jack to oblivion? 


The little girl down south who asked 
someone to send her a couple of pairs 
of them is worried about them, too. She

U.S.S.R2s Biggest Headache? 


THE HOUSING PROBLEM IN THE SOVIET UNION 
by Timothy Sosnovy. (Research Program on the 
U.S.S.R., N.Y., 318 pgs., $4.25.) 

Russian leaders have publicly 
acknowledged visitors’ criticisms of 
Soviet housing, which may be the coun- 
try’s biggest problem next to agricul- 
ture. A comprehensive study in this 
field has been made by Dr. Sosnovy, a 
57-year-old Ukrainian refugee and for- 
mer economics professor at Kharkov. 

Urban housing in Russia before 
World War I was much worse than in 
Western Europe, witn most families 
living in one room or part of a room. 
By 1940, the author says, living space 
had fallen from seven to four square 
meters per person (nine is the min- 
imum health standard). Although by 
1950 Russia may have returned to pre- 
World War II levels, the study indicates 
obsolescence is so widespread a gigan- 
tic “Progress or Decay” program is 
needed just to keep even. 


. * . 


The Soviet housing problem results 
from wartime destruction, a quadrupling 
of the urban population and emphasis 
in th@*1930s on industry. It is calcu- 
lated that two years of industrial de- 
velopment were gained by neglecting 
even to maintain housing, but this is a 
debt that now has to be repaid. 


Russia propagandizes about its low 
rents, but housing is subsidized from 
other sectors of the economy. For 1950, 
Dr. Sosnovy estimates, Soviet and 
American workers both spent 27 min- 
utes of labor monthly for a square 
metep of living space. In America, real 
wages were five times as high: there 
were only .76 persons per room to 4.02 
in Russia. 


These statistics do not reveal the 
poor quality of Russian homes, nor the 
lack of plumbing and utilities. It is dif- 
ficult to determine Soviet progress since 
1950, which may be considerable. 

Recent visitors to Russia have been 
impressed by current building efforts 
and the show places, such as Moscow 
and Stalingrad, but have been re- 
stricted in viewing ordinary living 
quarters. One wonders when the Krem- 
lin will grant visas to expert former 
Russians, such as the author seems to 
be, and let them make inspections un- 
hampered. 


Dr. Sosnovy’s experience includes 
participation in municipal government 
and research, and work on planning 
commissions. When—ht& D.P>\camp in 
Germany, he made extensive 
among refugees on Soviet housing. 

Principal Soviet housing laws are 
contained in an appendix. Chapters 
are devoted to rent and financing of 
housing. Before Stalin started td inte- 
grate the Soviet economy in the 1930s, 
much housing was on a co-operative‘and 
individual basis.

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 2 (UP)— 
Bob (Bazooka) Burns, Ozark 
comedian who made a fortune 
spinning tall tales about his rel- 
atives in Van Buren, Ark., died 


of cancér today. He was 64 
years old. 
His physician, Dr. David 


Hertz, said the comedian under- 
went surgery three years ago 
and had been in declining health 
ever since. 


Inactive in show business for 
the last 10 years, Mr. Burns was 
bedridden for most of the last 
five years. 


His sly hillbilly humor and 
“bazooka” made the _ nation 
laugh in the depression years 


of the 1930s. His uncle Fud and 
Grandpaw Snazzy became 
known wherever there was a 
radio. 

Mr. Burns's wife Harriet, once 
his secretary, was at his bed- 
side when he died. They eloped 
to aLs Vegas, Nev., in 1937. 

The comedian also is sure 
vived by their three children, 
Barbara, 17; Robbin, 16, and 


, Stephen 15. Mr. Burns also had 


a son, Robert, 33, by his first 


' wife, who died in 1936. 


Mr. Burns came to Hollywood 
in 1930 after a career that had 
many ups and downs. 

After attending the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas, he joined a 
touring minstrel show in 1911, 
After seven years of vaudeville 
and eight more with carnivals, 
he returned to the hills to raise 
peanuts, 

Later he worked as a civil 
engineer in Salt Lake City 
where he organized a vaudeville 
troupe. When that venture 
failed he took a job pitching 
hay. It was during a brief 
period when he worked as a 


bass note “bazooka.” 

Composed of a pair of gas 
pipes and a funnel, the bazooka 
became the comedian’s trade- 
mark. In World War II Ameri- 
can fighting men named the 
Army's anti-tank weapon after 
the comedian’s novel musical 
instrument.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP) 
—The Federal Reserve Board 
said yesterday that the public 
increased its debt for consumer 
goods and loans during Decem- 


ber by more than one billion 
dollars. 
This made December the 


second biggest single consumer 
credit month on record. It re- 
flected the record-breaking 
Christmas season last year. The 
record increase of $1,180,000,- 
000 was in December 1952. 

The increase last December 
brought total consumer debt at 
| the end of 1955 to the record 
| amount of $36,.225,000,000. This 
was $6,100,000,000 higher than 
a year earlier.

AEC PREPARING BENSON SAYS 


BIGGER ATOMIC 
AID PROGRAM 


Strauss ase New Plans 
| for Assistance to Al- 


| lies Follow Panel’s 
| Proposals. é

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—The 
Atomic Energy Commission said 
last night that it was preparing 

new proposals to provide “‘still 
greater assistance to friendly 
countries in the development 
and use of peaceful atoms.” 

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
said that the proposals would 
carry forward the ‘“atoms-for- 
peace” program of President 
Eisenhower. He also indicated 
that they would harmonize with 
recommendations made Tues- 
day by a citizens panel on the 
peaceful uses of atomic energy. 

The panel, headed by Robert 
McKinney, newspaper publisher 
of Santa Fe, N.M., urged this 
country to exert world leader- 
ship by providing in the next 
few years facilities for atomic 
power abroad at least as fast as 
it did at home. 

It further asked the Govern- 
ment to call a series-of regional 
conferences with friendly coun- 
tries to work out “realistic 


goals for installing atomic elec- 


tric generating plants.” 

In connection with these con- 
ferences, the panel proposed 
‘that United States announce 
that it was prepared to provide 
materials and skills and to per- 
'mit contracts for installing “at 
least 1,000,000 kilowatts of 


atomic generating capacity out-. 


side the United States as soon 
‘as possible—he hope by 1960.” 

Government officials said that 
if the panel’s suggested goal 
were to be realized, this coun- 
try would have to move with 
considerable speed. 
| Strauss said that the com- 
mission would “study and give 
‘thoughtful consideration to the 
findings and recommendations 
| of the panel and thereby profit 
in accelerating the transition 
from the former Government 
monopo'y to a free enterprise 
atomic energy industry.’ 

Some of these recommenda- 
tions, he added, have already 
been initiated and are “well 
along toward accomplishment.” 

The chairman of the Congres- 
sional Joint Atomic Energy 
Committee, meanwhile, summed 
up generally favorable congres- 
sional reaction to the McKin- 
ney panel’s report. Senator 
Clinton P. Anderson (Dem.), 
New Mexico, described the re- 
port “as a very fine piece of 
work.” 

He especially hailed the pro- 


posal that this country give 
other nations atomic “know- 
how” for power generation. 


Much more information than is 
now being released can un- 
doubtedly be made available, 
he said. 

By the Associated Press. 

Strauss said the Government 
is letting out all the informa- 
tion it can on progress toward 
harnesing power of the H-bomb 
for peaceful use. 

“This is being done, to the 
fullest extent, consistent with 
the requirements of national 
security,” Strauss said. 

Meanwhile, a congressional 
hearing produced a fleeting hint 
that America’s atomic scientists 
may be planning, if not work- 
ing, on a hydrogen bomb with 
the force of 50,000,000 tons 
of TNT. 

In addition, a House Govern- 

ment Operations subcommittee 
heard a noted automic author- 
ity, Dr. A. G. Hill, testify that: 

1. The nation’s defensive 
strength is lagging behind of- 
fense at a time when the threat 
of Russian atomic weapons and 
the ability to deliver them “‘is

radar network to spot enemy 
planes, another system is needed

3. An earth satellite to detect 


planes or missiles 2000 miles: ~

PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 2

Benson, who was to address 
the National Association of 


Grain Growers at Portland to- 
day and fund-raising luncheons 
in eastern Washington Friday, 
called the Administration’s pro- 
posed farm measures a “billion 
dollar pus program.” 

“Everywhere I find farmers 
are thinking too soundly to ex- 
pect or want any white rabbit 
solutions to their problems,” 
he said. “They expect programs 
that are economically sound 
and fair to all our people. And 
they want these programs on a 
voluntary basis with the Gov- 
ernment co-operating, not dic- 
tating — programs which help 
them to help themselves.” 

In his talk prepared for the 
wheat growers association, Ben- 
son said present surpluses 
must be removed before any 
Government program can be 
effective in boosting prices and 
incomes of wheat farmers. 

Urging quick congressional 
enactment of new farm recom- 
mendations by President Eisen- 
hower, Benson said they pro- 
vided means of reducing sur- 
pluses. 

Many wheat farmers are urg- 
ing the Government to adopt a 
“domestic parity program” for 
wheat. Under it, prices. of 
wheat for domestic food con- 
sumption would be supported, 
but wheat for export and non- 
food uses would be allowed to 
drop to lower market levels. 

Benson promised to give the 
idea consideration in the fu- 
ture, but he added: 

“No wheat program is going 
to be successful so long as a 
big surplus of wheat overhands 
the market. This carryover sup- 
ply would seriously handicap a 
domestic parity program just 
as it weighs down present law.” 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (UP) 
—Chairman Allen J, Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, today urged 
a quick showdown in his Senate 
Agriculture Committee on the 
Omnibus farm bill, but some 
committee members were drag- 
ging their feet. 

He told reporters he-is deter- 
mined to get a committee vote 
on the farm bill Saturday and 
report the bill to the Senate 
the same day. He said a delay 
would delay action consider- 
ably because of the Senate's 
annual Lincoln day recess. 

Senator George D. Aiken 
(Rep.), Vermont, the ranking 
G.O.P, committee member, said 
the committee probably will not 
be ready to vote on the com- 
plex bill by Saturday. He said 
the Senate can not consider the 
bill until after the Lincoln day 

speechmaking anyway. 

Some other committee mem- 
bers were said to share Aiken's 
opinion. 

Ellender and Aiken agreed 
the group made progress toward 
drawing up the terms of a soil 
bank at two long sessions on 
the bill yesterday. They gave 
no details, and the 109-page 
draft of the bill remained 
secret. 

The final bill was expected 
to come out of the committee 
with a soil bank, a two-price 
system for rice and a return to 
rigid price props at 90 per cent 
of parity. 

Asked whether the 90-per 
cent provision might provoke a 
presidential veto, Ellender said 
he doubted it. The reply re- 
flected the view that Mr. Eisen- 
hower would not disapprove a 
bill that contained key points

Future Is Undecided. 


F YOU watched the fight 
| between Jimmy Carter and 

Cisco Andrade with a view 
to trying to determine 
whether Carter has slipped 
far enough to be counted out 
of the lightweight picture, 
you know as little now as you 
did before the bout. 

Andrade got the split de- 
cision in Chicago Stadium 
with one judge and the ref- 
eree voting for him by a point 
while the other judge voted 
for Carter by two points 

This writer thought Carter 
had the decision wrapped up 
by four points, judging from 
the TV version, which is ad- 
mittedly not comparable to a 
ringside seat, when it comes 
to judging a fight. 

Those who voted for An- 
drade apparently gave more 
weight to his tap-tap-tap left- 
hand than they did to the 
fewer, but booming, punches 
which Carter landed. 

The former three-time 135- 
pound champion seemed 
sharp enough in his punching 
and powerful when he landed. 
So powerful, in fact that in 
the fourth round he rocked 
Andrade with a righthand 
which buckled Cisco's knees * 
and. seemed to have him 
headed for the way out. 

Andrade, however, recov- 
ered nicely and covered well. 
He was also aided by a break 
when. as Carter was moving 
in for the kill, Jimmy slipped 
and fell to his haunches 
It appeared to be only a 
slip and the referee so ruled 
it but ringside reports indi- 
that the slip may have 
been induced by Andrade's 
lefthand. 
Carter Tries for Kayo. 

ARTER seemed very in- 
Cient in the last few rounds 

upon landing a knockout 
wallop for he was pitching 
punches from all over the 
place trying to land the big 
one. | 

It was in this situation 
that Andrade showed to ad- 
vantage. He didn’t get wild 
and try to slug it out with 
Jimmy but kept: his head, 
moved around well and con- 
stantly used his left hand to 
keep Carter off balance. 

In the second round, which 
was probably Andrade’s best, 
Cisco landed a sharp right 
hand which wobbled Carter 
and after that Cisco tried to 
land another similar punch 
but was not successful. In 
doing so, he dropped his right 


hand a little, to get it into 
position to go, which gave 
Carter an opportunity to 


score with his left hooks and 
jabs. 

Altogether it was quite a 
scrap. The clinches were few 


and the action almost con- 
stant. 
One surprising thing was 


that Carter came in so heavy 
—140 pounds, four pounds 
more tham Andrade and five 
pounds over the lightweight 
limit. 

When the weights were an- 
nounced you expected to see 
a much slower Carter but 
apparently the added pound- 
age didn’t slow him down 
much. He paced himself like 
the veteran he is and didn’t 
waste much motion until the 
late rounds when, acting un- 
der instructions from his 
corner, perhaps, he tried hard 
for a kayo. 

It was the twenty-first lass 
in Carter’s career but there is 
no reason to believe, off his 
showing, that he is through.

Traffic accidents killed 38,300 
Americans in 1955—one of the 
heaviest tolls in history, the 
National Safety Council re- 
ported today. 

The motor vehicle held its 
place as the No. 1 killer in ac- 


cidents. 

Accidents of all types brought 
death to 92,000 persons, injured 
9,200,000 and resulted in $10,- 
300,000,000 in financial  set- 
backs — such as equipment, 
property damage, lost wages 
and medical expenses. 

Traffic accidents alone 
caused 1,350,000 non-fatal in- 
juries and cost $4,700,000,000, 

Last year’s motor’ vehicle 
death total tied with the 1953 
toll for the third highest on 
record of 39,969 in 1941 and 
approached closer to the 39,643 
registered in 1937, the runner- 
up year. 

The 1955 traffic toll showed 
an 8 per cent gain over the 
35,586 total of 1954. 

St. Louis had the best safe- 
ty record among cities of be- 
750,000 and _  1,000;000 
population, with three traffic 
fatalities for each 10,000 regis- 
tered vehicles. Cleveland was 
second with 3.1.

TUDY has found that speed has little relation to the 
G mastery of knowledge, nor to basic intelligence, so it 
has no place in the instruction of children, especially 
those in the elementary schools. 
gs i Children live, learn and 
act on the rhythm of their 
characteristic personalities. 
One moves rapidly and 
learns quickly, and is like- 
ly to be known as more 
intelligent than his class- 
mate who moves with de- 
liberation mentally and 
physically. This can be a 
mistake that causes trou- 
ble for both sorts of chil- 
dren. Each must be val- 
ued according to his 
achievement regardless of 
time limits.

THE SLOW-MOVING child, the’one who seems to take 
time out to draw his breath before he even starts to speak, 
can beevery anhoying to the parent or teacher who is under 
pressuge of things yet to be done. But even they must re- 
spect the characteristic expression of the individual child, 
and ngt penalize him for the pattern of his nature. 


There are still classrooms, even schools, where em- 
phasisiis placed on speed.

For Instance, Try Using Asparagus Instead of Noodles in Tuna Casserole

casserole or something 
which they refer to as a “handy 
dish.”

F the Little Woman insists on

Applying Lacquer. 


N the past the Chinese were 
| creat inventors. They in- 

vented wallpaper, the ‘com- 
pass, ceramic tile and even gun- 
powder. Personally, we wish 
they would go back to inventing 
things and stop doing whatever 
they are doing at present. Any- 
way, one of their great inven- 
tions was lacquer and they were 
able to do things with lacquer 
that no one else has been able 
to match. 

Lacquer makes a pretty fine 
finish for furniture and things 
like that but it’s sort of tricky 
to handle. Unless you have 
spray equipment you should use 
the brush lacquer which dries 
somewhat slower than the spray 
lacquer. Before lacquer is ap- 
plied the wood surface must be 
sanded down and then given a 
coat of lacquer sealer. 


You can’t apply lacquer over 
paint, varnish or enamel be- 
cause the lacquer will soften up 
the undercoat. After the lac- 
quer sealer is dry, sand it down 
with wet sandpaper and a little 
water and then wipe the sur- 
face dry. 

Lacquer should be applied with 
a fine quality varnish brush. 
Work the. bristles over your 
hand to remove any loose ones 
before you dip the brush in the 
lacquer. Lacquer should be ap- 
plied with a moderately full 
brush and should be applied 
with one’even stroke. Allow the 
strokes to overlap each other 
enough to prevent any bare 
areas but don’t make the over- 
lap wider than is necessary. 


Lacquer dries very quickly. In 
most cases the work will be dry 
enbdugh for handling in less than 
two hours. For this reason any 
sags or runs due to too much 
lacquer at any point must be re- 
moved at once for in just a min- 
ute or so they will be dry and 
impossible to remove without 
damage to the surrounding 
finish. 


Work-Saving Idea 


It’s a lot easier and less work 
to hang heavy objects such as 
cabinets, shelves and mirrors 
to a wall if you first build a 
rough base that will stand on 
the floor and hold the object at 
the correct height against the 
wall, This will free your hands 
for final positioning and at- 
taching.

It’s real- 
ly the tail of the beef, and al- 
though it’s quite bony, it has 
a lot of meat on it which, when 
served in a good ragout, has a 
wonderful flavor. 

There are a number of recipes 
for oxtail ragout.- Here’s one of 
the best. Have three oxtails 
cut into pieces and soak them 
in water for an hour, changing 
the water after 30 minutes. 
Drain them and wipe them and 
roll them in flour seasoned with 
salt and pepper. 

Melt a fourth of a cup of 
ham or bacon grease in a big 
kettle on a low fire. Put in a 
cup of chopped onion, a cup of 
chopped celery, a fourth of a 
cup of chopped parsley and a 
clove of mashed garlic, and cook 
it until everything is soft. 

Now take them out of the pot 
and put in the meat and brown 
it all over. Add some grease 
if you need it. When it’s well 
browned, stir the cooked vege- 
tables in again, along with two 
cups of tomato juice and a cup 
of red wine. Then add a tea- 
spoon of salt, a teaspoon of 
Worcestershire sauce and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of pepper. 

Cover it and let it simmer for 
at least an hour and a half. 
Then put in a cup of baby lima 
beans, a cup and a half of diced 
carrots, a cup and a half of 
diced turnips, and a small can 
of canned mushrooms along 
with the juice. 

Let it simmer another half 
hour, or until the vegetables are 


all tender. Add more water if 
you have to, but bear in mind 
that the gravy should ré@main 


thick and rich.

Wings for Your Feet 


A STEP THAT IS LIGHT AND SURE. 


UPPOSE you are about to 

make a descent to an admir- 

ing audience—perhaps to the 
strains of Lohengrin. Can you 
find the wings for your feet? 
Not if plodding upstairs and 
down again is a habit. 

A light, effortless step doesn’t 
just happen, even on a great 
occasion. When the knees are 
used as jacks, bending and 
straightening the legs abruptly, 
the result is jerky action and a 
heavy tread. You must use your 
knees as levers instead, and 
keep them slightly bent to 
create a smooth, continuing flow 
of action all the way. 

Put the responsibility on your 
thigh joints and keep your knee 
hinges relaxed. This takes prac- 
tice, and the best way to begin 
is with the correct way of as- 
cending the stairs. Stand tall 
before the bottom step, knees 
flexed and with your weight 
centered on the ball of your 
left foot. Lift your right leg 
from the thigh joint and place 
your foot firmly but noiselessly 
on the first step, your whole 
foot, not just the toe. Don’t 
leave the heel suspended over 
the tread. 

Now transfer your weight to 
the ball of your right foot, and

amounts, is essential fodder for the human ego. Man either 
is or isn’t. He is when he moves—especially, toward a 
higher goal. He isn’t when he stagnates; when he allows 
potential greatness in himself to die of inanition and lack 
of desire for self-improvement. 
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SOMEWHERE BETWEEN the beachcomber (whose ego 
is close to zero on the scale) and the driven man (who sits 
atop the heap) is the normal desire to make good. I would 
be the last to suggest that you give up your ambitions; but 
I would be the first to remind you to realize your limita- 
tions. 

See yourself “in whole,” “not in part.” It is necessary 
that man knows where he wants to go; then assess his 
probabilities for arriving.

Experimenting With Artificial Arteries 


Work, Along With Processing of Frozen Human Arteries, Is Supported by Heart Association

T THE tissue bank at City 
A Hospital Mrs. Jane Flem- 

ing, pretty technician, un- 
packs a shipment. The merchan- 
dise consists of white tubes 
which have a corrugated, elasti- 
cized appearance. They come in 
various lengths, bend flexibly at 
strategic places. At a casual 
glance, they resemble those 
odds and ends of wiring insula- 
tion which the electrician left 
around the wall plugs when you 
had the new outlets put in. 


Mrs. Fleming consults with 
Dr. Falls B. Hershey, director 
of the tissue bank, as to whether 
the new shipment is of the right 
size and type. For these tubes 
may serve a life and death mis- 
sion. They are among the arti- 
ficial arteries, made of nylon 
and plastic, now being used in 
experimental work, a part of a 
program — along with the 
processing of frozen human ar- 
teries—which is supported by 
the Heart Association. 

“There’s nothing new about 
the idea of artificial arteries,” 
says Dr. Hershey, who is young, 
informal, and wonderfully kind 
to reporters unfamiliar with 
medical terminology. “For as 
long as man has known about 
the working parts of the body, 


the thought of using ‘spare 
parts’ has become a familiar 
one. 


“The use of artificial arteries 
is an obvious idea because the 
arteries, after all, are only pipes 
which carry blood through the 
body. In the past they've ex- 
perimented with rigid glass and 
metal tubes to reroute the blood 
past a blockage or stoppage in 
the artery, It’s only in recent 
years, however, that we’ve been 
using pliable materials such as 
nylon, orlon, and plastics.” 

Use of plastics, which do not 
provoke inflammation or set up 
allergic reactions inside the 
body, has become common in 
such things as hip joints and 
skull plates and for stitches. Be- 
fore you frivolously decide to 
rush out and have all your 
arteries replaced with modern, 
washable nylon ones, however, 
you should be advised that even 
miracle fabrics have their limi- 
tations. 

At present, the replacement 
of diseased arteries in human 
beings is being done with other 
human arteries, which are kept, 
deep frozen, at the tissue bank. 
Artificial arteries are still in 
the experimental stage although 
they have been used successfully 
on animals and may prove prac- 
tical for human artery replace- 
ments in the future. 

“These plastic arteries were 
developed by Chemstrand, a tex- 
tile division of Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co., in Alabama,” Dr. 
Hershey explains. “They have 
limitations because at present 
the nylon tubes are not elastic. 
Tremendous elasticity is a char- 
acteristic of the human artery 
When the heart pumps blood 
and thrusts it into the artery, 
the artery expands and the re- 
coil helps propel the blood. 
Plastics can serve as a rigid 
pipe and, provided the distance 
is not too long and the size is 
not too small,-they will function 
satisfactorily. For small arteries 
or for longer replacements, they 
are not elastic enough. We still 
use human arteries whenever 
they are available.” 

Dr. Hershey has used a nylon 
artery in one human operation 
because the artery bank was 
depleted of its supply.

NEW YORK. 

OT long ago a member of 
Nc ongress asked me my posi- 

tion on the school construc- 
tion bill and the amendment 
making it explicit that no money 
should go to any segregated 
schools. 

It would seenY to me, in the 
light of the Supreme Court de- 
cision, that no Federal Gov- 
ernment money could go to a 
school that practiced discrimi- 
nation, because it has been de- 
cided that under the Constitu- 
tion segregation is discrimina- 
tion 

Therefore, an amendment 
should be unnecessary, but I 
can understand the desire to 
make doubly sure. It seems to 
me, as an individual not run- 
ning for office and not having 
any responsibility except to 
make clear what the principles 
are that I believe in, that I 
would approve the inclusion of 
this amendment. I would want 
to make it perfectly clear that 
the Federal Government must, 
as long as the Supreme Court 
decision has been made, live up 
to it in the distribution of 
money for school buildings or 
for school maintenance.
